‘Washington, D. C., May 16.—[Spe- 
calj—Japan won a signal victory to- 
day in its campaign to eliminate from 
the pending immigration bill the pro- 
vision for exclusion of Japanese laborers 
from the United States. : 
The senate committee on immigration 
voted unadirhously to report an amend- 
ment striking out the exclusion clauses 
held objectionable by Japan and eub- 


__Sititing therefor a provision barring 


‘from this country practically all Asiat- 
ies except Japanese. 
That the Japanese demands upon the 


United States to which the administra- 


tion and the senate committee have ac- 
seeded are not unrelated to Tokio’s 
creams of oriental empire is graphically 
disdoged by the amended scheme of 
Asiatic exclusion, which tacitly recog- 
‘gles Japan's “ sphere of influence in 


Japanese, but not Chinese, born in 
“that territory will be entitled to ad- 
Mission to the United States like na- 
tires of the Japanese islands, and na- 
tive Japanese laborers may come in 
from China and Manchuria unless the 
“gentlemen’s agreement” becomes op- 
erative therein by Virtue of the exten- 
sion of Japanese dominion over China 
The provision, as approved by the 
committee, was virtually -drafted by 
Viscount Chinda, the Japanese ambassa- 
dor to the United States, who recently 
lodged with President Wilson a pointed 
and insistent request for the abandon- 
ment of the proposed exclusion legisla- 
tion. : 


. CHINDA VETOES CHANGES. 
Backed by the administration the am- 
bassador vetoed) several changes in the 
Phraséology designed to placate Japan 
and at the same time save the face” 
of the United States. The ambassador 
Was obdurate, however, and the commit- 
tee finally swallowed the humiliation in- 
volved and accepted the terns dictated 
by Viewount Chinda. - 
If the senate and the house agree to 
the committee amendment the victory 
e Japan will be cémplete. Under the 
terms of the provision Japanese, alone of 
sll Asiatics, will be entitled to ¢dmission 
de the United States, limited only by the 
“gentlemen's agreement under which 
Japan undertakes to prevent the emigra- 
tion of Japanese laborers to this country. 
There will be a fight on the proposition 
when it comes up In congress, but all the 
influence of the administration will be 
exerted to obtain the adoption of the 
substitute provision acceptable to Japan.

EARLY DATE WANTED, 


Chicago is to have a giant prepared- 
ness parade. All doubt as to the city’s 
enthusiasm for the project was removed 
yesterday when at two conferences 
leaders of representative civic, business. 
and social organizations declared them- 
selves unanimously in its favor and 
formally launched the prelminary plans. 
The only matter left in doubt was the 
date. That question was debated all the 
afternoon, and it was agreed that fur- 
ther deliberation will be needed to deter- 
mine the best time for concentrating the 
attention of Chicago and the surround- 
ing territory on the big demonstration. 


MEMORIAL DAY URGED. 
With the direct agreement of Mayor 
Thompson, the city council's action in 
fixing upon June 10 was accepted mere- 
ly as a suggestion. Many objections 
to this date were offered. Several of the 
orgenizers urged Memorial day as the 
most desirable time; others advocated

gest parade in its history. This was 
evident at the preliminary conference of 
forty representative men held at the

Such a demonstration was 
approved as the most appropri- 
ate means available on the part 
of the public to give expression 
to its views on this great na- 
tional issue. : 
Accordjngly the committee 
appointed to report ways and 
means of organization to the 
conference urges the prompt 
co-operation of all citizens to 
join in a public demonstration 
of such magnitude as will ap- 
propriately reflect the spirit and 
‘the will of Chicago. As the 
time necessarily will be short, 
every possible means of expe- 
diting the arrangements must 
be adopted and you are urged 
to proceed immediately with 
plans to make this event the 
most significant public demon- 

‘stration in the history of Chi- 

cago.

There were no casualties 
in Venice, but two persons were 
killed and several injured in Mes- 
tre.

They are linking for 
themselves, every man for himself, and 
you do not know, and, the worst of it is, 
since the responsibility is mine, I do not 
know what they are thinking about. 

I have the most imperfect means of 
finding out, and yet I have got to act as 
if I knew. That is the burden of it, and 
I tell you, gentlemen, it isa pretty serious 
burden, particularly if you look upon the 
office as I do—that I am not put here to | 
do what I please. If I were, it would have 
been very much more interesting than at 
has been. I am put here to interpret, to 
register, to suggest, and, more than that, 
and much greater than that, to be sug- 
gested to. 


Difference in Experience. 

“ Now, that 1s where the experience 
that I forecast bas differed from the ex- 
perience that J had. Ii domestic mat- 
ters I think I can in most cures come 
pretty near a guess where the thc ught of 
America is going, but in for- gt. affairs 
the chief element is where action is going 
on in other quarters of the wold and not 
where thought is going in the United 
States. 

“ Therefore I have several times taken 
the liberty of urging upon you gentle- 
men not yourselves to know more than 
the state department knows about for- 
eign affairs. Some of you ave shown 
a singular range of omniscience and 
certain things have been reported as un- 
derstood in administrative circles which 
I never heard of until I read the news- 
papers. I am constantly taken by sur- 
prise in regard to decisions which are 
said to be my own, and this gives me an 
uncomfortable feeling that some Provi- 
dence is at work with which I have had 
no communication at all. 


False News Dangerous. 

“Now, that is pretty dangerous, gen- 
tlemen, because it happens that remarks 
start fires. There is tinder lying every- 
where, not only on the other side of the 
water, but on this side of the water, and 
a man that spreads sparks may be re- 
sponsible for something a great deal 
worse than burning a town on the Mex- 
ican border. 

Thoughts may be bandits. Thoughts 
may be raiders. ‘Thoughts may be im- 
vaders. Thoughts may be disturbers of 
international peace: and when you re- 
flect upon the importance of this country 
keeping out of the present war, you will 
know what tremendous elements we are 
all dealing with. We are all in the same 
boat. If somebody: does not keep the

Hard to Be Guided. 

Tou can Amagine the strain upon the 
feeling of any man whois trying to inter- 
pret the spirit of his country when he 
feels that that spirit cannot have its own 
way beyond a certain point. and one 
of the greatest points of strain upon me, 
if I may be permitted to _— it out, was 
this:

ef herself; that grows morally more and 
more influential, even when she is not 
aware of it, and that if she is to play 
the part which she most covets it is neces- 
sary that she should act more or less 
from the point of view of the rest of the 
world: I 1 cannot retain my moral in- 
13 a man except by occasionally 
knocking him down, if that is the only 
basis upon which he will respect me, thon, 
for the sake of his soul, I have got oc- 
casionally te knock him down. 

“If a man will not listen to you quietly 
in a seat, sit on his neck and make him 
listen; just as I have olways maintained, 
perticulariy in view of certain experi- 
ences of mine, that the shortest road toa 
boy’s moral sense is through his cuticle. 


Gort of Morel “First Aid.” 
“There is a direct, and, if I may be 
permitted the pun, a fundamental con- 
nection between the s ce of his skin 
and his moral consciousness. You arrest 
his attention firet in that way, and then 
get the moral lesson conveyed to him in 
milder ways that, if he were grown up. 
would be the only way you would use. 

“ Jo I say that I have been aware that

The pulse rate ie slower than 
that. In diphtheria the pulse rate is 
faster than the temperature would call 
for. Tuberculosis causes a rapid pulse. 
A man with @ normal pulse of 70 would 
have @ pulse of Id with a very mild tuber- 
cular, infection. If his infection were 
more severe and in consequence he hed a 
degree or two of fever his pulse would 
run higher than a degree or two of fever 
would call for. If his tuberculosis was 
very active and his tempereture was 102 
the probability is thet his pulse would be 
about 120. When an injection of tuber- 
culin is given for d agnostic purposes a 
rise of fifteen beats in pulse rate means 


the patient is ous. 
In rare cases the temperature fails to 
rise when tient ie infected. In such 


cases a rise df fifteen in the pulse rate 
should cause the physician to search dili- 
gently for tiberculosis. When a tuber- 
culous person is progressing toward te- 
covery his temperature remains normal 
or nearly so. The return of the pulse 
rate to normal is a slower process. The 
temperature in a case of tuberculosis may 
return to normal in a few weeks. The 
rule in such a case is that the pulse will 
not return to normal for several months. 

The brain center which controls the 
pulse seems to be more sensitive to the 
poison of the tubercle bacillus than ls 
that which controls the body temperature.

eral years ago on a very strange quest, 
It was nothing more nor less than. to 
search for the heart of the most famous 
of all his ancestors, James Graham. Mar- 
quis of Montrose, which, regarded as a 
talisman by the family, disappeared in 
France, at Boulogne, after the most ex- 
traordinary vicissitudes, at the close of 
the eighteenth century, and is believed to 
be hidden away at the present moment 
in some private collection of curios, relics. 
or brie-A-brac in the United States, still 
inclosed in that wonderful little steel case 
made of the blade of the sword of the 
Graham who still lives in history as the 
Great Montrose. 

It may be recalled that the marquis, 
after fighting bravely for King Charles 
I., as his generaliessimo in Scotland, was 
taken prisoner by the forces of parlia- 
ment, ‘sentenced to death, and executed at 
Edinburgh in 1650, under circumstances 
of great indignity. The body, after hang- 
ing three hours on the gallows, was quar- 
tered,.in accordance with the sentence, 
the head being set upon a Spike at the toll 
booth, while the limbs were dispersed in 
various parts of the kingdom, the arms 
bein- sent to Dundee and to Aberdeen, 
where they were nailed up above the 
principal city gates. The dismembered 
trunk was inclosed in a “little, short 
chest and buried on the Broughmuir, 
which was the usual place of execution 
and of interment of the worst criminals, 
a place of evil reputation, little sought by

Montrose before his death had de- 
queathed his heart to his niece by mar- 
riage, Lady Napier, to whom he was pas- 
sionately devoted.

Years went by and one day Mrs. John- 
ston's son happened while out shooting to 
save the life of this Madura chief by 
laying low a tiger with a timely bullet 
just as it Was about tospring. The chief, 
in true oriental fashion, offered to give 
young Johnston anything he might choose 
to ask, and Johnston, who had caught 
sight of the urn containing the heart of 


ecription thereon, begged for its restora- 
tion. The chief readily complied with the 
request, and, it may be added, was later 
on put to death by the English for re- 
belling against the nabob of Arcot, having 
in vain sought immunity by relating his 
surrender of the Montrose relic. 

The Johnston family returned to Bu- 
rope in 1792, and, passing through France 
on their way to England, were arrested 
by the revolutionary government at Bou- 
logne; not before, however, they had time 
to intrust the silver urn with its inclos- 
ure to an Englishwoman living at Bou- 
logné, who promised to keep it hidden 
until it could be safely conveyed to Eng- 
land. Unfortunately, the woman in ques- 
tion died soon afterwards, and the John- 
ston family, after peace had been re- 
stored, were unable to find any trace of 
the silver urn and of the heart.

The search was taken up by the late 
Duke of Montrose, and has been prose- 
cuted with @ good deal of vigor by the 
present duke, averying terding to show 
that the relic has found its way to Amer 
ica. It is possible that the silver urn 
has been disposed of separately. But 
‘there can be no mistake about the little 
steel case and about the filigree casket of 

Indian gold with a native inscription. 
Some fifteen years ago the present duke 
managed to recover the right arm of the 
great Marquis of Montrose. The left arm 
had been nailed up above the gates of 
Aberdeen, and had thereupon been taken 
down and entombed in Lord HRuntly’s

In fact, you can 
almost see it grow during the eanty part of 
summer. 

Ite foliage is pretty, and its flowers. 
which come shortly after midsummer, are 
dainty, feathery white things that give 
the vine the appearance of being covered 
with bits of foam. This vine has only one 
drawback. It ripens its first leaves early 
in the season, thus leaving the lower por- 
tion of the stalk bare. 

It is well to plant some quite tall grow- 
ing plant in front of it to hide its naked- 
ness. For covering high walls and to 
screen old trees and unsightly outhouses 
it is one of our most useful vines. It gets 
its rather unattractive name from the 
fact that fts heb borne i prickly pong, 
somewhat regem a cucumber.
